Manila, 
on July 4,, which, notwithstanding. the vast 
amount’ of 'matier already published, have 
citherescaped™ attention altogether or, have 
beeii' passed ‘witli’ a mere mention, “There also 
are some important bits’ af: electrical-informa- 
tion with which the public is not familiar which 
had a bearing on the occurrence and which are 
absorbingly interesting, , 

The: fact. that the, electrical current arcund 
the world consisted in part, of two wires of the 
New York and New Jersey Telephone Com. 
pany. between the telephone building in New 
York City and that at Oyster Nay, where the 


., President ‘was-staying af the time, seems to 


have escaped general attention. A’ part of the 
length of these wires, from New York to 
Jamaica, is undergsound, and in this portion of 
the circuit it: was equipped with the Pupin 
coils, the right to which were recently ‘pur: 
chased at a high price by. the American Rell 
Telephone Company. These coils are no- 
“thing more’ nor less. than connections at 
points determined hy a scientific law between 
the wires constituting a cable, and their pur, 
pose is so to diffuse the fugitive currents which 
a.wire constantly gathers from all sorts. of 
sources that they will not disturb the equili- 
brium necessary for easy communication be- 
tween distint points, A cable equipped with 
Pupin coils is said by electrical engineers to be 
loaded,” and the efficiency ofa wire so “load- 
ed" is much greater than that of an ordinary: 


+. wire, with a ‘current of such low tension that it 


is constantly trying to help other ‘wires paral- 
leling it to carry theirs, ‘ 4G 
A-similar device in the overhead part of the 
same line. consists simply in crossing the. 
courses-of parallel’ wires, both vertically and 
‘horizontally at stated distances, the wires, of 
“course, being kept apart at the crossing. points; 
as at all others,. This, it is said, effectively 
alternates the positives and negatives and gets 
rid of the influences of inductlon; : 

Another interesting fact In connection with’ 

this part of the circuit was also disclosed. by 
James M. Bigler, the line foreman of the 
telephone company, who was in charge of the 
switchboard at thé'Oyster Bay exchange, where 
the telephone wires‘were plugged into circuit 
with the special wives to the Presidential offices, 
Mr, Bigler said :* ; : 

“These two wires have been kept absolutely 
clear for the Oyster Bay-San Francisco circuit, 
but the sending of the messages around the:

" In fact, within ten minutes after the last cable 
Message was sent from Oyster Bay, the news- 
paper men were using these same wires for 
forwarding their'accounts ofthe opening of tha 
cable to their offices by telephone. 

One of the most interesting portions of the 
land line ‘through which the messages around 
“the world passed'was a case of relics of former 
‘great steps inelectrical progress and develop. 
ment which was in the operating room of the 
Postal Telegraph and Cable Company, New 


__ York City. This case contained, connected by

a slender copper wire, whicl’ was a part of the 
Oyster Bay-San Francisco cirewit, a section 
of the wire over which Professor S. F. B, 
Morse sent the first message by Morse tele- 
graph. This relic. was presented to William 
J. Hammer, consulting electrical engineer, 
who owns the cate and its contents, by 
a son of Alfred Vail, Mr. Morse's partner 
sin 1893. The second relic was a section 
of the wire over-which Professor Alexander 
Graham Bell and ‘T. A. Watson, his assistant, 
experimented in the tranimission of audible 
speech from.1875 to 1877 at No, § Exeter Place, 
Boston, It was presented ta Mr, Hammer on

The third relic ‘is :a secilon of the Atlantic 
cable over which the first message under the 
ocean wae sent. It.was given Mr. Hammer in

In the centre of.the case is an'electric safety 
plug or fuse, used in London on ‘January, 12, 
1882, to connect the first incandescent lamp 
ever lit from an electric lighting central station.

‘HONGKONG SHIPBUILDING 
, INDUSIRY. 

One of the most. important and growing 
industries of the Colony is that of engincer-! 
ing and shipbuilding, It is not to be won- 
‘dered at that in respect of shipyards Hong: 
kong, which ranks to-day as the ‘second 
shipping port’ in’ the world, should be 
thoroughly equipped in order to provide all 
the requirements “which the enormous 
amount of shipping entering our harbour 
yearly demands. With the completion of. 
the clectric plant, now in course of itistal- 
lation at the Hongkong and Whampoa Dock 
Company's premises at Kowloon, and the 
carrying out of the scheme for lengthening 
the No. 1 Dock, the Kowloon establishment 
of gar local Dock Company should be equal 
Tt is ‘not our 
purpose lv describe the various departments 
grouped ‘under the. management of this’ big 
concern. ‘This has been done’ before, and 
as the Dock Company has engaged consi- 
‘derable public attention quite recently “it 
might be. superfluous to dilate upon the 
efficiency and enlargement of ils extensive 
works, It is the smaller establishinents in 
the Colony which are growing apace with the 
larger demand for tonnage for the local and 
river trades." Karly in the week Messrs, 
Bailey and Murphy acquired about an 
acre -of additional: land in ‘Tokwawan, 
‘| which, we understand, it is their intention 
to utilize at an carly date as an. exten 
sion ‘of their, thriving works ‘in’ Hokun.

of opinion. Airs/—There is what is called 
the “General Distribution” method. ‘This 
is usually employed at the beginning of the 
famine when it is generally conceded that 
all are in nced of help. | ‘The work of the: 
committee then consists in giving out, in- 
discriminately two or ten catties of rice to 
‘all who have secured tickets at the door. 
‘This is perhaps the easiest method for the 
foreigne,but it is always accompanied by 
great Sas which sometimes become 
riotous, unruly, ‘and dangerous to themselves. 
Loafers and other unworthy fellows get in, 
and, like all other such men ina crowd, are 
ready for some fun. They push,.jam, and 
crush the weak and starving who are in- 
jured and sometimes killed. Women are as 
much: to blame as men, In ‘the « recent 
Vamine Relief, Monday, July 13th, was 
“Woman's Day” at Kwai, Peng. It. is 

estimated that 40,000 came in with their 
babies and children for rice. The crowd, 
could'not be controlled and in the jam 23 
were killed, of whom § were babies crushed 
to death on the “backs. of -their mothers.

_| —This is a general distribution through “the 


Gentry.” In this case the object is to reach 
the village elders who are either seein their 
own villages or called in to the distribut- 
ing centre. They furnish the committee 
with a list of names which they say includes 
all the needy in. the village. . The names are 
counted and a certain number of catties, say 
‘ten, is allowed each person. ‘The elders are 
then given a licket for-the total amount 
which they arrange to take delivery of upon 
the next day of distribution or upon the 
same day if rice is being distriputed. There 
are several serious objections to this method, 
(a.) The crowds are about the same as in the 
“General Distribution”, and consequently 
accompanied with fatalities which ‘should be 
avoided if possible (4.) It has been found 
upon investigation that he elders frequently 
“ squeeze” a certain amount of the rice from. 
the poor villagers. (¢.) The elders usually 
draw clan lines very closely.- In a case that 
was brought to light they had included their 
relatives only, and the most needy: people in 


“| the village had ‘not received:a grain of rice. 


(d.) Fictitious names, as well as names from. 
other villages, are often included in the lists, 
‘Thus they are again ‘able to make a 
“squeeze”. (e¢.) Many people are thus kept 
from starving to death, but we fear that the 
imajérity of the famine sufferers are not 
’ Third.—* House ‘to House Visit- 
ation”. By this methad many of the object-

| Gentry” are met. Ifis the ‘hardest work, 
‘but gives the most satisfactory results, © An 
‘ald missioner in China, who has eaten more 
salt fish and rice and has talked less about it, 
than some others, recently arked upon 
his return from several weeks’ work in 
the famine districts, that in pursuance of this 
method he had found his hardest ‘work. 
yet in China. This visitation work consists 
in hunting out: every needy family in 
a village, asking 4 few general questions 
about their condition, taking nothing for 
granted, and then uting.a search, if 
help is. asked ea héfnes. ‘This 
search is executed whhias much thoroughness 
as if the almoner were an officer with a war- 
rant; boxes, jars, pots, “cooking utensils, 
and whatever suspected. of. containing food 
stuffs-are examined. . Yet in spite of all vigi- 
‘lance “deception is’ sometimes successful. 
The distributors have. been met on the road 
by people who. kowtowed at their. feet and 
begged for. help,.claiming that’ they: had 
nothing to eat, and yet upon following them 
home and examining: their. houses it was 
‘found that they had harvested. their rice.and 
provision ‘had ‘beer made for ‘the months’ 
preceding the next harvest.”

some reliable Christian Chinese, whom he 
coaches up on'the Arabig numerals, to weigh 
out the rice as the people call for .it with 
their tickets. As the people usually went at 
once upon receipt of their tickets to- the: 
centre of distribution for the rice, large crotdn 
were avoided. The tickets, made of a ‘good. 
quality of coloured and white foreign ‘card- 
board, were about 3 inches long by 3/4 of 
-an inch wide. They always contained the 
number of cattics, of rice. stated in figures 
and words. The attempts'to raise the figures 
were unsuccessful, With the use of a card- 
board that could not be obtained in the dis- 
tricts and the foreign characters it was vel 
difficult for the Chinese to produce ane 
feits. ‘These fraudulent means of getting 
Tice were ‘all detected. A third. point in 
favour of this method is thata larger number 
of villages can be reached. The foreigner 
who is doing: the visitation work need nat 
return.to the city at the close of his day's 
| work, but"may stop for the night wherever 
‘darkness or fatigue overtake him. Thus he 
does not have to cover the same ground the 
next morning in getting out into the country.

Ina special Exira issued this morning we 
gave the news, as telegraphed to us -by our 
London correspondent last night, that, Sir 
Henry ‘Arthur Blake, c.c.m,G, our present, 
Governor, had been appointed to the gover- 
norship of Ceylon in succession to Sir West 
Ridgeway who' is expected to leave Colombo 
‘some time next month. The announcement 
will have ‘been received with considerable 
disappointmént by our Chinese fellow-citt 
zens who were at great pains in their en- 
deayour to secure for Sir Henry an exten. 
sion of his.term ‘of office in the adminis- 
tration of the Government of this Colony. 
On the other hand, We recall the opposition 
which was raised against the Chinese peli- 
tion to the Secretary of State praying for the 
Governor's retention in office for 2,renewed 
term when their ‘action became known 
through the medium of the local Press. it 
will be remembered ‘that we joined issue 
with both our contemporaries in the strong 
indictment they made against the Chinese 
petition, although with regard to the manner 
in which they proceeded to obtain ‘the signa- 
tures to that petition we had no wards of 
commendation for those who elected to 
adopt the course they did.

cular has been issued from the Colonial 
Secretary's office directing the attention of 
Government servants to the rules and repula- 
tions in forcg regarding the receiving of 
presents by ‘officers and menibers of their 
families during the continuance of their 
service in-the Colony. . ‘The subject has been 
prominently before the public during the 
past few weeks by reason of the. allegations 
made against public servants charged with, 
receiving bribes, and the circular, which has 
just been issued, is evidently an outcome of 
those investigations. Chapter XVII of the 
Rules, and Regulations for His Majesty's 
Colonial’ Service, which deals’ with the

PAKHOI: A DECAYING TREATY 
PORT.

The treaty | sport of Pakhoi, opened to 
foreign trade by the Cfiefoo Convention 
twenty-seven years ‘ago, is on the down grade, 
‘and, according to Mr. Consul Little, there is 
no prospect of recovery. In his report from 
that port for 1g0z, he says the trade of 
Pakhoi presents but few features of practi- 


fu] cal.interest to the British merchant, Asa 
place of foreign commerce it-has been de: | 


Clining in importance, for some years and 
there appears little or no prospect of a 
recovery in the future. The occupation by 
the French of Kwanchouwan and ‘its estab- 
lishment as a free port indicates the pro- 
bability that Pakhoi willbe deprived of its 
trade ina large pottion of the hinterland 
which has hitherto been’ considered as 
naturally forming its trade district. Pakhoi, 
indeed, is not very well situated for a treaty 
port, and never had any prospect of becom- 
ing of much importance except through an- 
artificial obstruction of the natural channels 
of trade which lie'to the north and 
west of it. Its decline; therefore, docs 
not seem to be a matter for much regret. 


Some twelve years ago it reached the height, 


of its prosperity when the value of the ‘im- 
ports and exports rose to over 441,000,000, 
but when Mengtzu, the West River and 
Kwangchouwan were opened up and ‘began 
to'be developed the trade of tlie port com- 
menced falling below its average level and 
now signs are not wanting that it will drop 
considerably lower before. it touches bottom. 
The imports during 1902 were valued at 
£245,300, a decline of £67,700, which 
would have been much greater but for. the 
large quantity of rice imported to meet the 
deficiency in the local supply resulting from 


a bad harvest. All the chief items declined, 


especially cottons, which dropped from 
£134,900 to £72,900, Exports were valued 
at £183,500, a decrease of some 4o per 
cent,compared with 1901, which, however, 
was'a record year, with a value tauch higher 
than. on. any previous’ occasion. This 
decline is mainly-accounted for-by the diver- 


sion. of sugar, the failure. of the indigo crop,.

lation at the Hongkong and Whampoa Dock 
Company's premises at Kowloon, and the 
carrying out of the scheme for lengthening 
the No. 1 Docksthe Kowloon establishment 
of dur local Dock Company should be equal:

THE DOMESTIC SERVANT QUESTION. 


To rux Enitox on tHe “Hongkong Teercrarn,” | 

“Sit, —So'general is‘ the ‘complaint which 
hearin the Colony in regard to or native de 
tmestics that I offer no apology for encroaching 
upon your space with a View to elicit atlantis 
from proper quarters for the amelioration of'n 
state of affairs which is growing well-nigh in- 
tolerable, An Indian journal states the case 
very lucidly and.temper tely concerning a like 
evil in that dependency of the Crown, The 
observations. of your contemporary msnitic 
mutandis apply admirably to Hongkong. 

“The servant question is one that, ke the 
poor, is always, with us, as it is with our kin in 
the old country and in the Colonies, where, 
however, it has reached a more serious and 
acute stage than with us out here. For obvious 
reasons, the difficulty of dealing with itis much 
xrear among European communities than 
among Indians. The Indian, Renerally spe-k- 
ing, with-his docility of disposition and respect 
for those in authority, is more casily managed 


“and brought under control and more quickly 


submits to diz ipline. He bas, moreover, yet 
to exploit the advantages of combination, which 
in a country like India, with its numerous 
races and nationalities. castes and creeds, is 
very difficult to bring about, although instances 
have not. been wanting lately, especially in 
Calcutta, tu show,that combination and “boy. 
cottiag are becoming a recognised method of 
ill-di-posedgervants ‘There is no que-tion, ton, 
that with advancing years and the spread of edu 
cation and enlightenment in this land; the 
Indian servant is beginning to assert an inde: 
-penilence and to put on side” ina mannerthat 
would amaze and surprise his’ forebears could 
they revisit in spirit te scenes of their labours, 
He realises more than ever before—thanks in 
some measure to a pater sal Government which 
loses no opportunity of asserting ‘the gqualty 
ofallin the body poluic--that he isa cfzfs 
Aritennicas, and is inclined to p.esumeon the 
privileges that such a stalus confers, ‘The 
consequence is thatthe relation of dependence 
between master and servant, which was sucha 
marked feature of! domestic service in the 
“Cvood ald days,” and was un the whole pro- 
ductive of so much benefit to both: pasties, is 
rapidly disappearing, and such.a term as Aucur 
does not naw carry with it-the same meaning

Atthe Magistracy on. Thursday beforé Mr. 
T, Sercombe Smith, the master of the. ss 
Nord-ya was fired $50 for neglecting’ to 
fly the red flag while having two cases 
of sporting cartridges on board, ‘The master 
stated that he did not know he:hid the car- 
tridges on board, and even if he knew, as they 
were sporting cartridges, he did not think they 
were dangerous and necessitated the hoisting 
o(the,red Hay. Mr. Sercombe Smith said :— 
There are two regulations published in the Go- 
verament Goset con the 18th June, 1892. Regu- 
lation 2 says, that every ship having on board 
any dange‘ous gands shall, whilst in the waters 
ofthe Colony, hoist a red flag. Regulation 3 
states, that any ship having on board dangerous 
goods shall anchar atsuch place in the harbour 
asthe Flarbour Master shall point out, In 
reference to these two regulations, His Worship 
suid he desired it'to be clearly understood 
that these arc tio distinct and separate re- 
gulations, and that any permission obtained 
from the Harbour Master to go alongside a 
wharf and descharge or take on board 
dangerous goods in ‘nowise exempts any 


shipmaster from flying the flag, when he. 


has dangerous goods on board, If any 
master comes into this port and ‘has’ dan- 
gerous yoods on hoard, and neglects to 
hoist ‘the red flag, Ae ts breaking the 
daw, I want, firther to say that cartridges, 
withort any cistinction as to whether they are 
Safely or sporting, or any kind whatsoever, are 
by law said to be “dangerous,” and therefore 
any person having cartridges on board his ship 
must fly the red flag. 1 panicularly. wish to 
point out that section 2 of Ordinance 20 of 
1992 does seem fo include all kinds of cartridges 
in the term “cartridges” It speaks of fuses 
and especially exempts “safety fuses,” and if 
the Ordinance had intended to exempt “ safely 
cartridges” it would have used the same ex- 
pression as it uses in regard to fuses, It uses the 
generic term “cartridges,” which includes all’ 
kinds of cartridges, and 1 shall put that cons- 
truction upon this'Ordinance until { ani over- 
ruled by a higher court. .

‘AMERICA'S. CUP HISTORY. 


INTERESTING “PARTICULARS, 


* ‘The follawing particulars ofthe remarkable 
‘career.of the vessels, which during the-las half 
century have competed in the International cup 
Face will be of interest to wiany of aurreaders :— 

In +852 while an international exposition was 
in progress in London. it occurred to George 
Steers, the best of American yacht designers 
then, and to Mr,,Geo. L., Schuyler .and.others, 
that it, would be interesting to exhibit one of the 
American fore-and-alt.vessele, Accordingly Mr. 
Schuyler and his fiend’ sailed for Havre, and 
afterward for Cowes, in their, schooner, yacht 
America, A cup has been offerad by the Royal 
Yacht squadvon for competition by all nations, 
but the American yachtsmen. knew nothing 
about it; and when they arrived at Cowes they 
posted a chailenge’to meet any British yacht. 
The schooner Sitania took up the gauntlet, 
and made a match of twenty miles to'windward 
and return for one-hundied pounds ; otherwise 
ra.attention was: paid to the-challengers who 
were informed they: could ‘enter the big regatta 
for a cup on August 22. They fi: ally decided to 
do this, Besides the Amertca eight schooners 
and nine cutters started to race around the Isle 
of Wight.. The America carried away her 
jibboom but she rounded: the Needlés, when 
the Aurora, the second yacht, was eight miles 
astern, und the rest of the fleet not in sight, 
The ‘America finished 20 minutes ahead of the 
Anvora, And thatas the history of the winning 
of the America's cup——a mere yachting incid- 
ent, without international or scientific signifi- 
cance. Seventeen years clapsed before any 
Englishman thought of trying to. win back the. 
cup. In the meantime the. owners of the 
America, on July’ 8h, 1857, presented their 
prize to the New York Yacht Club, to be held 
as a perpetual interna ional challenge trophy, 

“THE FIRST CHALLENGE. 

Eleven years passed before a member of the 
Royal’ Thames Yacht club, announced that he 
would make:ghe attempt to take back’ the cup 
with his schooner Cambria, ‘The arrange: 
ments were not completed till 1870. When 
the race was sailed with cighteen starters over 
th ew York Yacht club course. . Fifteen 
yachrs finished, and the Cambria was.tenth, the 
Sagi. being the winner, | ‘ 

Mr, Ashbury went back to England, and had 
built for him anew yacht, the Livonta. This 
was the first yacht especially built to compete 
for the cup, All kinds of discrssions preceded 
Mr Ashbuty’s second appearance in America, 
One result was the decision that thereafter the 
challenger should race against a single Ameri- 
can yacht.

The yacht was the Thistle, 
nuw known as the dfefror, and owned bi 
Emperor William of Germany. , The 7aistte 
was the first’ British yacht designed for the- 
Americ.’s Cup competition,.and she was a 
good boat, bul was beated-by the Volunteer. 

For five years the cup was permitted tore pose 
unsought, Then came « challenge from the 
Bart of Dunraven, with the Valiyrie // which 
wag winning a majority of her races against 
the cracks of the British fleet.

orse. "When told that the animal might be 

* driven for thirty miles but could not possibly 
be driven for sixty, he answered— It’s all 

. right; L have brought two whips.” In niost of 
these cases it was probable ‘that the cruelty 
was the result of anfeeling thoughtlessness 
rather than deliberate brutality. .The pur- 
pose of the Society was to stimulate the 
susceptibilities of these thoughtless persons 
and bring before them appreciation of the fact 
that God, who had Jaid upon all animals the 
capacity to suffer, had planted in the human 
breast the seeds of sympathy, and, pity, and 

. Mercy,and without cultivation of these qualities, 
aman, or woman, however successful or high 
or mighty, was but a poor creature whose mind. 
had been deformed by neglect or abuse. As 
Shakespeare had said in his beautiful lines— 
“ Mercy is an attribute to God himself” His 
Excellency, whose remarks were received with 
applause, then read the following resolution 
standing in bis name :—That it is desirable to 
form ciety for the Prevention of ‘Cruelty 
to Aniinals in Hongkong and it be now resolved 
thatsuch a Society be hereby formed under 
the name of " The Hongkong Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals.” .

During the past few days | have been informed 
that “drenching” is universally practised at 
the cattle sheds, this [ need ‘hardly point out is 
not only a fraud on those purchasing catile but | 
results in considerable suffering, to the unfor- 
unate animal, While the new act now belore 
the Legislature will go far towards ameliorating 
the condition of the animals. when it becomes 
Haw, an act by itself is not sufficient, constant 
Bupervision is necessary to see the provisions 
pf the act are observed. In this matter the 
Society might render valuable atsistance, The 
pvercrowding of birds in baskets, imperfectly 
provided with food and water as already stated

‘The Filipino, no doubt, is the person most 
fit for the work connected with, abacd; for un- 
told generations of that race have been accus- 
tomed to the preparing of the fibre, the manu- 
facturing of clothes, musling, etc. ‘It'is a kind 
of house industry, which procures to the workers 
a comparatively good income without mach 
trouble or toil, 

The Chinese with his ability for all small 
mechanical work will easily learn allthe manual 
(and pedal} tricks ofthe decortication; but twa 
things make him a less desirable helper, The 
firat is his unwillingness to perform a work 
during many hours a day except.under the’ 
‘str'ctest control. This is the drawback of the 
Shanghai cotton industry, The Chinaman js 
loo lazy to strictly perform a work, which re 
quires constant attention fora daily wage. It 
(8 true, that abacd’ would be able to pay the 
Shanghai price of manual Jabour and even of 
comparative dexterity many times over, but 
even the highest wages would not keep’ the 
average Chinaman at a regular work on daily 
pay. He would, of course, do much better as 
a contract worker, 
inventions in’ trickery of the Filipinos to « 
Chinese mind! Why, it will make John smile! 
“Him belong so plenty muchee moh clevah to 
take it out of the confiding Ang-mé!” 

If lazy, he will never work off his advances, 
if stupid and slow, the manager will have to 
pay bim a daily waye, for he pretends to be 
unable to perform the required task, If clever 
and handy to work—well, in that case he is the 
worst of all! The. more he will earn at the 
game, he will double his tricks to make the work 
light and quick; the handling of the fibre will 
be rougher and he will deliver any amount of 
torn and overstrained fibre, spoiling the quality 
of the product, just to increase the quantity of 
his delivery. Na oe bs 

In addition a born trader, as John is, he will 

employ his capital in buying up the product of 
the lazy and slow coolies at something between 
quarter ard a half ofthe value. The estate pays 
for it, and the manager pays double for the 
hemp, to one coclie in: wages, to the other in 
coin, : 
‘The supervision in such a.case must be 
enormously strict. ant will cost much more 
than the management of less: noisy, obstinate 
and tricky people. : 

As such in first line the Javanese can be 
mentioned, They are more civilised and less 
false and obstinate than the avernge Malay, 
whom they surpass almost in every kind of 
work, Also Banjarese might do, being more. 
honest and industrious, than either Javanese 
or Malay. ‘The native races of N, Borneo are 
.perbaps with the exception of the Kadayans 
and the Dayaks (uf Sarawak) of little or no use 
at all. SoG 

An estate coo.ie would work eight ta un 
shours‘a day in a more steady way than the 
Filipino is accustomed todo, It is, however, 
extremely doubtful, ithe would reach he latter's) 
daily ourput, the dexterity of the Lihping being 
so much greater, But this would be only a 
temoonwy disudvantuge; for, no doubt, af era 
few mnths’ work many of the Javanese would 
aequal, if not surpass any Filipino at the fibre 
scraping work, «A few of tee latter race might 
d> good service tn instructing the coalies in all 
the intricacies of the work, (o do the sorting 
ad, in gencral, assist in every: waik, the cao 

ies have as yet to barn, :As soon as a latch 
af good Javanese have learned the work, it is! 
time, that the gentleman of the leisurely proud: 
races of Tayalos and Visayas disappear, “Their 
wages would ost too tiuch and their ideas of 
work may exercise a demoralizing influence on 
«the simple and unpretentious Javanese, 

he Filipino, if he works, makes 25 ths, bemp 
aday, The average amount of the Javanese 
coolies in the first, year would probably little 
surpass half that quantity. . ‘ 

Besides, the climate at the coasts of Borneo, 
1s not just that of a Sanitarium and the drinking 
water not that ofa Spa, Sickness and perhaps 
death, will play a certain or rather uncertain 
amount of havoc, And for all these reasons it 
will be safe, to reckon the Javanese in Borneo 
only as worth about one-third of the Filipino 
in his own country. is : 

The Filipino, if working daily, would praduce 
more than three tons of hemp during a year. 
Say, that the coolie would deliver only one ton 
and the whole yearly wages af one man would 
pay for that ton, ° . 

The Javanese coolie, generally gets $6 to. $7 
a month,’ At the rete of $8 a month old free 
plantation labourers from Sumatra or even from 
the estates in Borneocan behired: ‘These Jatter 
men’ are so infinitely superior to their raw 
countrymen, that, they probably very saon 
would beat the Filipino at ins own game, But 
let us for argument sake consider two of them 
only as worth one Filipino. * 

The latter produces a ton of hemp ‘in about 
goworking days. Say, that the Javanese works 
189 days, and his pay wauld be 180’ x 263 cents, 
or6 x $8=$48. Say, even that three of these 
men would equal only one Filipino at decorti- 
cating and the ton would only cost $72 in labour, 
~ Acertain amount paid for every pound of 
hemp delivered would soon develap that kind 
of Javanese into splendid hemp drawers, and a 
premium paid for extra goad handling would 
remove all fear of rough dealing in John Chi- 
naman's style, The wages or the price per 
pound could be fixed on such a scale, ‘that 
never a tobacco or coffee estate would have 
witnessed a more contented staff of working 
men. Men with little aptitude for drawing 
hemp could be etnployed at ordinary wages in 
the fields, * : ; 

The cost of a Javanese coolie with a three 
years’ contract taken to Br, N, Borceo will be 
somewhat more than $60, half of which sum is 
to be rerovered from the wages at the fate of 
about §2 a month, practically during: the first 
1§ months the n en's wages are therefore only 
$6, not $8. A . : 

The buildings of a hemp -estate are com- 
paratively cheap and consist only of the houses 
for the European staff, those.for the overseers 
‘and coolies, one or two work ng sheds, a pack-. 
ing godown and perhaps a Chinese shop anda 
watchman's house, $3,000 will easily provide 
all these items,. If the communication is over, 
gea, the estate wi'l have to-have a rowing boat 
and a lighter with sails and, ata more advanced 
estate of the work, a steam launch, :

The firet planted trees, as well 
as the most favourably growing, would have 
given a. few tons. of fibre, but this would not 
amount to very much, say ibout 20 tons, Mr. 
V: Zuend, who o1-ce started a small trial com- 
bined with a tobicco plantation’in Sumatra, 
which he had to give up very soon‘for want 
of capital, thus relates his own experience: 
“Two montis after the root bas been planted, 
the shoots dre appearing which rapidly spread, 
From these shoots within seven months three 
No four metres high (10° to 133’) stems with 
enormous lenves are developing. .In a close 
planting I had a considerable number of cigh- 
teen months! old clusters, which numbered 21 
stems with o diameter near the ground of 20 
cm. (8-inches),” 

My estimate of only 20 tons fibre or 99,000 
stems from 300 acres, therefore, seems rather 
below than above the mark and may be. sur- 
passed by the results tenfold. At all events 
a full crop con scarcely be expected ‘in less 
than three years, but the estate will long 
hefore that time have begun to almost balance 
the expenses, — z . 

For the working of the cropof 309 to 350 tons, 
however, a greater number of coolies will have 
to be procured and, if all the work bas to be 
.done by hand, very little short of j0o men will 
be required, necessitating a renewed outlay 
‘ol, say, $9,000 for Inbourers and somet'more 
expenses for quarters, working sheds, ad- 
ditional houses nnd assistants, 

In general, it may be said, that a work- 
ing capital of abaut $8o,coo will be re- 
quired, if no risks are to be tun: Compared 
herewith ihn value of a full crop of, say, only 
tons 300 «t-£30= £9,020, which can be yearly 
obtained without considerably exceeding the 
regular expenses in salaries, etc. This will be 
highly taxed at $40,000 and it is evident that 
abacd is a most profitable product, . 

Mr, Foreman gives an estimate of an estate 
in Albay (Luzon) thus; The outlay of capital 
is $57,500, the yearly expenses $9,757. The 
estate pays in crop (hemp) and buys the latter 
back {rom the.coolies at less than the market 
price, The estate derives 'a profit of $3,750 
from this sale, and the total value of the crop 
$27,000, : ae : 

The land is bought planted with two years’ 
old trees for $50,000, Shed, press, houses, 
cattle, horses and carriages figure at $6,500 
$1,007 are counted as “lost advances” a typis, 
cal complaint in the “free lab:ur” system, of 
which the contract system is not quite exempt.

Even in the first working year more than’ 
30% on the whole outlay are recovered and the 
profit on the working account is almost 30% 
In Bornes the facility of buying an estate “ready 
made" is, of course, 1s nat to be reckoned on and 
the planter has to do all the work himself, while 
the Manila planter buys the land and the crop 
from the natives, In compensation for the 
greater expenses the, Horneo planter will have 
4 more regulary! station and -his,own, much 
cheaper labour.. 1te by. no means is forced to 
xve half his crap away for the decortication 
and manages his estate without any trouble- 
some, rebellious natives, 

The above estimate rests exclusively on the 
employment of hand labour, The question of 
decortication by machinery is not gitite settled 
set. Tt is said, that most of the machines 
‘employed’ break the fibre at about 4 feet, As 
the lengih of-tle fibre is one of the most im- 
portant featires.of abacd, this ‘defect is rather 
serious. [t will, however, be possible to decor- 
ticute’at least: the shorter strips cut, from the 
outer petioles in this wholesale way at the rate 
of, say, half atona da; (the engine-builders put 
the amount at 3,ac0°in 12 working hours which 


‘|, sees impossible considering the qual.ty of 


the working men in a tropical estate). The 
Uecorticator mast in use is a revolving cylinder 
of about 4” diameter with scrapers or Knifes 
placed at regular distances.. The strips are 
Introduced between this cylinder and an ad- 
justable cushion and clean scraped with incre 
dible quickness, the revolutions (about 200 in 
the minute) givin to the’ knives a surprising 
effect.

It is evident that decorticating by machinery, 
with its enormous saving of hands, must be of 
the greatest advantage ina Sparsely populated 
country, like Bornee, where the latour has ta 
be imported at considerable expense.

The irate proprietor read the report of this new 
man and soon sawhim—elsewhere, Theestate 
was closed arid ever since the waving leaves of 
a solitary banana bush.in the rear of Sandakan 
bay are, reflected by the dark, overshadowed 
waters of a deserted river. Years of work snd 
mahy thousands of capital. hnve been spent 
up to the present without result, and one of the 
most justified expectations of 5, N. Borneo as 
acolony has been frustrated or, at least, delayed 
for many years, . 
And yet the capital employed in this planta. 
tion is not completely lost. A‘thorough clear- 
ing, removing of the over-ripe stems as well as 
the too exuberant growth of young shoots, re- 
building of ‘houses and roads, and a staff of 
cuolies alone is required to put the estate at 
once again in a working order. And this will 
‘scarcely, if at all, cost more than it would have.

The mines in China ara well-known to be 
tich ond extensive, as reported by inning aXe 
perts. They are the natural resources of China, . 
untouched and sanctified by Fungshu, All the 
wealth of the people has been laid up there for 
ages, guarded constantly by the mountain gads, 
and when the ‘wealth is taken out by well con- 
ducted processes, ‘not. only will.the nation ba 
enriched, but many idle and hungry people 
would find ample labour to make their lives 
happy though subject to conditions and .ur-, 
toundings more or less oppressive.’ Mining 
enterprise is not unknown in China, such enter- 
prise as this has been started by means of 
pure native process from time immemorial; 

So far the mines worked out under Chinese 
shareholders have not yet proved fruitful to the 
utter ‘discouragement’ of their high-minded 
promoters, and this may be attributed’ to. 
several causes, It may be due to (1) lack of 
capital, (2) want of mining regulations, or (3) the > 
superstition of the people. Very often a mine, 
however goad, has to be abandoned on account 
of the superstition of the people, and even the 
Government to a certain extent, is powerless - 
to ‘quell the disturbances created by them, 
The superstition of the people may be removed . 
as vapours in the air by the onward march of 
education and civilization, and the disturb: 
ance may be avoided by the issue of minin 
regulations. There are always political” 
Tumours in China, and this, of course, has ° 
much to do. with the investment of mining 
capital: .But the evil may easily be remedied 
when the Government takes a strong hand in 
her reform measures, and ere long there would 
be protection of lives and property. throughout - 
the whole empire, and then, and not until then, 
people would feel confident .in any great —

As- 
tonishing as it was, enterprising Chinese found 
it quite worth their while to study English, ‘as 
the pay at their command was such a tempting 
one, It was mainly through the gigantic 
efforts of:the missionary body that many Chi- 
nese, especially of the poorer class, were taught 
the language, and it is remarkable to see how 
soon they picked it up. :

So far we can cordially 
agree with Afantleur, as Japanese exports 
which ‘barely: touched five miflions one 
chundred thousand pounds sterling,in 1872 rose 
to the immense sum of nearly fifty-one millions 
in 1942, and in the same period the imports 
rase from two millions to twenty-“ve millions, 
One may search the annals of commerce jn 
vain’ for a parallel case, This immense ad- 
vance in commerce had as its corollary a simi- 
lar Ti¢rease in railways and in her mercantile 
marine; in 1872 there were but thirty kilome- 
tres of railroad, in'1gor there were 5,900, In the 
yenr 1891 Japan possessed 386 steamers, of an 
aggregate tonnage of 145,962 tons, In 1895 
she possessed 722 sailing vessels and 745 stea- 
mers, of a gross tonnage,of 212,925 tons. In 
1899 shé had 3,914 Sailing vessels and 1,130 
steamers, ofa gross tonnage of 648,324 tons. 
Thus it will be seen that in cight years the total 
of her mercantile marine had increased by 345 
‘per cent, the. tonnage of steamers by 409 per 
cent. At the same time her internal industries 
‘have progressed in a not tess astonishing 
inanner, particul rly inthe direction of fac: 
tories for the manufacture of articles which hi- 
therto had exclusively been. imported from 
abroad. ‘All this our Afondteur freely admits, 
but when it comes to expenditure he proceeds 
to. prove that Japan’ can by ap Foun afford 
to goto war, “This extraordinary progress,” 
h goes on to say, “is due very largely to the 
protection and succour of the State. The re- 
sult is that the .finances of Japan are'in any- 
Using but a flourishing condition, inasmuch as 
military and naval expenditure has risen con- 
siderably : during the p-riod 1893-1900 military 
expenditure has reached a total of sixty mil- 
‘fons of pounds sterling ; the budget ofthe army 
‘has trip'ed, that of the navy has quadrupled.

Concerning this latest proof of Russian ship- 
building activity, it is interesting to note what 
our own Government is doing. In May,'1903, 
@ return was issucd to the House of Commons 
in which our three projected ships were men- 
tioned, but nothing was said about the two 
Russian battleships which have been started 
this year, and the further two which are to be 
taid down ina short time, although comparative 
tables of shipbuildirg of the various Powers 
were furnished. On July 2, Mr. Arnold-Forstér 
said that the whole of the Russian ships 
contemplated had been taken into account 
by the Admiralty in passing the programme 
submitted to the House. This means that, 
allowing for the four Russians, there was an 
excess of seven ships building, or about to be 
built, by France and Russia to be provided for 
‘by the Admiralty... But, introducing the Navy 
Estimates on May 14, Mr, Arnold-Forster said 
that “the number of battleships of these two 
countries being built, or about to be built, was 
three more than the battleships of this,country.” 
If, therefore, the Government knew, as Mr. 
Arnold-Forster now says they did know, about 
these seven ships, instead of which they pro- 
vided for three. The House of Commons 
seems to have been purposely misted in this 
matter, for when they received the return credit- 
ing us with three projected ships and Russia 
with none, a confidential statement issued to 
the navy mentioned that Russia was planning 
no fewer than six new, battleships.
